TEXAS TO GAIN 
3 CONGRESSMEN 
BY 0. S. CENSUS 


California Leads With Five New Congressmen; 
New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Michigan 
Four—Texas Will Get Three—New Congress­ 
man Reapportionment of State to be Made at 
Austin in January by the Legislature. 


(Special to the Eagle) 
Washington, Oct. 9.— Examination of the final census 
fig­ 
ures of the country, which place the total population of the con­ 
tinental United States at 105,683,108, indicates that the West and 
South proportionately will gain more in a political way than the 
East or Middle West, through increased membership in the House 
of Representatives, more votes in the electoral college and 
in 
larger delegations to the national political conventions. 
This 
result will obtain, whatever basis of apportionment is adopted by 
Congress next winter, lixiug the size of the next House, which in 
turn is reflected in the electoral college and the conventions of 
the big political parties. 
As a result of the increase of 13,710,842 in population during 
the last ten years, fifty new seats must be added to the House to 
prevent any State from losing any part of its present representa­ 
tion. 
Should the present membership of 435 be left unchanged 
by increasing the basis of apportionment, there will have to be 
a* transfer of thirteen seats, now held by twelve States, to nine 
other States. 
For the past half a century the precedent has been to in­ 
crease the size of the House and if this precedent is followed this 
year five additional Representatives’ seats must be given to Cali­ 
fornia, four each for New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Michigan, 
three to Illinois and Texas two to Massachusetts, New Jersey and 
North Carolina, and one each to Alabama, Arizona, Connecticut 
Georgia and Maryland, Montana, New Mexico Oklahoma Oregon 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Washington, West Virginia Wiscon­ 
sin, Virginia, Arkansas and Minnesota while the present basis of 
apportionment is 211,877 inhabitants or its major fraction to tbs 
Congressional district, Congress can increase the basis to 219,- 
427 without causing any loss. 
News has been received in Washington that the plank in the 
state democratic platform adopted at Fort Worth as offered by 
Judge W. A. Wright, of Tom Green county, Representative I^ee W. 
Satterwhite of Carson County and Representative Lee J. Roun­ 
tree of Drazos County, w ill be taken up for consideration early at 
the meeting of the Texas legislature in Austin in January and dis­ 
posed of. 
The position taken is that these gentlemen are op­ 
posed to postponing reapportionment and the election of Con- 
gressmen-at-large as heretofore. 
Messages have been received 
in Washington from Representative Rountree and Representative 
Clifton El Beasley, of Hopkins County that they have pre­ 
pared a resolution demanding 
the 
redistricting of the 
state 
in representative, senatorial and 
congressional 
districts 
next 
January, based on the 1920 census. 
TW EN T Y Y E A R S SINCE S EN A T O R IA L REDISTRICTING. 
Hallettsville, Texas, Oct. 9.—Ex-Senator I). A. Paulus, has 
sent the following message to Representative Rountree, of Braz­ 
os County: 
“Lee J. Rountree, Bryan, Texas. 
My Dear Old 
Friend- Just to keep straight the record, let me ask 
that 
you 
kindly read acts.of the 27th legislature, called session of August 
I DOI, and you will find that the State of Texas, following the 1900 
census, was redistricted fully into new legislative, senatorial and 
congressional distiicts and that this work was done with dispatch 
as this writer knows from personal experience having been at 
that time a member of state senate and his district (18th.) was 
changed by addition of Austin county. 
At time of my election 
in November 1900, district was made up of but 3 counties, La­ 
vaca Fayette and ( olorado; when redistricting was done, I was 
glad to have Austin county added rather than some other county, 
as I had in times past lived there. 
At this session I was kinder 
jerked up about having said that, in my opinion, the congression­ 
al districts should be made regardless of politics. 
Now, be sure 
to look up this matter and you will find that, as above stated, 
State was redistricted even into senatorial districts according to 
law' etc.

Prof. J. H. Allen died at his home 
tn this city this 
morning

it was known his death was a m atter 
of only a few hours.

gan early last year with a stroke of 
partial paralysis and since then

Nothing was left 
und me that could have possibly been 
done for him—medical skill and ten­ 
der nursing 
but it availed nothing, 
and the sands of his life slowly ebbed 
away. 
The constant vigils of loved 
ones and the gentle stroke of loving 
I hands soothed him and consoled him 
in his last days and hours.

Atlanta, (la., Oct. 12.—Farmers in northern Alabama, where 
several ginneries and mercantile establishments have been fired 
j recently, have been warned that if they attempt to pick their cot­ 
ton while the staple is selling for less than 40 cents a pound it 
will be destroyed in the fields. 
This development in the attempts 
of nighi riders to keep cotton off the market while it is bringing 
less than what many planters term the cost of production has 
been reported to Conrad VV. Austin, Alabama law enforcement 
officer, by State Fire Marshal W. J. Williams. 
Governor Kilby of Alabama and the Morgan county branch 
of the American Cotton Association have each announced a re­ 
ward of $206 for the conviction of any person guilty of such of­ 
fenses in Morgan county. 
Night riders also have been active in Georgia, and receipt by 
gin operators at Toccoa of warning that their plants would be de­ 
stroyed if they did not close down for sixty days has resulted in 
the posting of guards about their premises with instructions to 
shoot to kill if an attempt is made to carry out the threat. 
In 
Jasper county four gins and stores at Farrar and two gins at 
Broughton have been posted, the night riders threatening to de­ 
stroy them if they do not close until cotton reaches 40 cents. 
Activities of the night riders are widespread, warnings hav­ 
ing been received also in Texas, Arkansas and in South Carolina. 
.Several gins iii Texas have been destroyed and gins in Anderson 
I county, South Carolina are operating with armed guards. 
Au­ 
thorities believe the threats and fires result from activities of lo­ 
cal unorganized bands only, notwithstanding that warnings re­ 
ceived in widespread localities bear the signature of the “Black 
75.” and the “Citizens of Everywhere.” 
A T T EM P T TO BURN ROCKDALE COMPRESS. 
(By Associated Press) 
Temple, Texas, Oct. 12.—An unsuccessful attempt to bum 
the cotton compress and several hundred bales of cotton at Rock­ 
dale was made early Sunday morning, according to advices re­ 
ceived hfere this afternoon. 
The night watchman discovered a 
blaze on the compress platform apparently of incendiary origin 
but soon succeeded iii extinguishing it. 
Late last week several 
bales of cotton were burned at Thorndale.

Due to the slow movement of freight, 
much of the school room equipm ent is 
still on the road and some inconveni­ 
ence is caused to both teachers and 
pupils- The prospects fo r all the m od­ 
ern furnishings, however, are suffici 
ent to keep up the m orale of both and : 
they have been diligently a t w ork for 
the p ast ten days of 
school.

H ayes was very much gratified with 
the arrival of one 
shipm ent of E m ­ 
pire study chairs the first of the week 
and he thinks other delayed m aterial 
will come in shortly, thus relievin 
the seating difficulty. 
Enrollm ent of pupils has reached 
the total of 250, and it h as become 
necesary to exclude prim ary children 
cf the ages of 6 and 7, which is con­ 
tra ry to plans in the beginning.

H ayes hoped to accom modate the be­ 
ginners of th a t age but the prim ary 
room is full.
